The Department is adding language to allow for the addition of clinically appropriate EAPG
codes to the outpatient expensive drug and device outlier methodology when updating the EAPG
grouper.

The proposed change is expected to be budget neutral.

The proposed change is subject to approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid
Services and may be modified or revised during the approval process.
